Tlif  fourteenth  annual  meeting-  of  tlu'  Hi.stoiical  and 
Sciciititic  Society  of  Manitolta  was  held  on  the  I'ith  dav  of 
Ftliiiuiry,  liS!)4,  in  the  city  council  chamber,  Wninipe;,'. 

licv.  Prof.  BainI,  the  Presidt'iit.  called  upon  His  Honor, 
Ijiutenant-Governoi-  Schnit/,  to  read  a  paper  ijpon  "  A  Kor- 
i„'(itti'ii  Noi'thern  Fortres.s,"  and,  at  the  conclusion  of  His 
lliinur's  paper,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hryce  moved  a  hearty  vote  of 
tliaiiks  to  the  Lieiitenant-Uovevnor  for  his  interesting  address, 
jiiid  also  for  tiie  donations  made  theicwitli  to  thf  archives  of 
tile  So(!iety.  Mr.  ('.  N.  Hell  coidially  seconded  the  motion, 
arul  Prof.  Btxii'd  thanked  His  H(»nor  ou  behalf  of  the  meudiers. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Hryce  read  a  paper  upon  "The  Karly  Days 
III'  Winnipefj,"  and,  after  the  thanks  of  tlie  Society  were  duly 
(•(iiivcyeij  to  the  learned  Doctor,  the  Annual  Repoitof  tlie 
Kxecutive  C'ouncil  was  presented  to  the  Society  and  adopted. 
It  was  MS  follows  : — 

The  S(jciety  cannot  express  yreat  satisfaction  in  the  (pian- 
titv  of  oritfinal  work  perforined  durintr  the  last  veai-  by  its 
ineinbers.  In  fact  the  nuu)ber  of  papers  read  has  been  less 
than  durino'  any  like  period  in  the  Society's  history. 

For  many  years  there  had  been  a  desii-e  on  the  part  of  the 
Society  to  preserve  Old  Fort  Ciarry.  Finally  the  Society, 
Hurin*;  the  past  yeai',  endeavoured  to  cairy  out  this  object. 

The  Fort  was  built  by  Governor  Christie  in  iHlii).  It  was 
iM)  b'et  lon^'  from  north  to  .south,  and  280  feet  wide.  After 
its  erection  it  became  the  home  of  the  Council  of  Assiniboia. 
troiii  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Council  in  l^.So  until 
the  ivbellion  ot  18f)i). 

".Many  a  stormy  scene,  historic  in  the  annals  of  this  coun- 
try.  took  place  umler  its  walls.  The  wild  fury  of  the  half- 
hrcfij.s  at  the  trial  of  Sayer,  in  184i*,  the  rebellion  of  Kiel,  in 
1M)9.  and  the  mad  execution  of  Scott  just  outside  its  walln, 
tlic  removal  of  the  wounded  man  to  the  .south-west  bastitjn, 
Hiul  thence  in  .secret  to  an  unknown  irrave.     These  were  some

of  tli«'  stormy  .seeiies  of  wliich  it  was  the  nilfint  witiu-ss.  Tlun 
u;^iiiii,  many  «li.stiriyuisli(Ml  guests,  of  names  fam<jim  in  tlnoM 
mother  lanti,  wen;  enteitaine*!  in  a  i-oyal  manner  hy  tin- 
vvM.ithy  oL'cnpants  of  the  Kort." 

To  preserve  the  last  remnants  of  tht;  ol<|  gateway  fiuin 
tetal  destruction  the  Society  engaget'  the  services  of  an  archi- 
tect and  engine«'r,  and  had  an  estimate  nuuhi  of  the  cdst 
entaih'd  in  its  preservation.  This  was  (h)ne  with  a  view  dt 
enlistnig  the  sympnthies  of  tlie  put)lic,  so  as  to  enahh'  a  |iti|ni- 
lar  suhscription  to  l»f  taken  uj»  to  prese-rve  it.  The  newspu- 
J»ei"s  joined  in  the  eft'oit,  l»ut  there  was  no  popuhir  I'esjioiisc, 
and  the  Society  felt  that  it  would  erijtpie  its  efforts  in  other 
lines  of  work  if  its  funds,  to  the  e.xtent  of  ij>2,()()0  or  .SS.OOO, 
wej-e  devoted  t(j  this  one  oliji-ct 

finally,  after  nnich  regret,  the  ett()rt  was  .seen  to  be  of  no 
avail,  and  now  the  .scene  of  many  an  old-time  confei'encc  ol 
the  fathei's  of  this  land,  and  of  manv  an  historic  meetinu'.  hii> 
heen  left  to  crumble  into  ruins. 

MUSEl'M. 

The  SoeietyV:  Mu.seum  is  gra<luaily  increasing.  Many 
donations  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  out  of  its 
iiossessions  it  assisted  lar<;elv  in  the  succe.ss  of  the  Manitoba 
Exhibit  at  the  World's  Fail',  Chicago.  It  has  loaned  to  thf 
Provincial  (Jovernnient  the  musk-ox  skeleton,  donated  to  tin 
Society  .some  years  a<>o.  a  skeleton  exeeedinijly  well  mouiitcil 
by  VVaiil,  of  Rochester.

TIk' 
corresponding  .secretary,  Mr.  K.  H.  Fes,senden,  has  removi'd 
from  the  C'ity. 

Bv  death,  however,  the  most  sevei'e  lo.ss  that  has  been  siit' 
fered  for  j'ears  fell  upon  the  Society  during  the  past  sinniiier.

Ireland,  Marcli  21,  IS'iS,  eame 
t(p  ( 'jiiiada,  1.S4JS,  called  to  th«'  har  of  Ontario,  iN.'tu,  was  promi- 
nt'iit  iti  the  politieal  and  social  life  of  the  Colcmy,  came  to 
Miiiiitolia  ami  was  I )epnty- Attorney-! Jeneral,  hecame  Judj^c 
of  the  Kastern  Judicial  District  for  the  Province  t»f  Manitoba 
ill  IMS8,  was  a  nieiiiiM*r  of  the  Society  and  ottice  bearei- from 
\HH:i  until  his  death. 

AiDon;^  the  mend)ei's  of  the  har  he  was  notiul  for  his  in- 
iliistry  and  inte;,;rity.  He  never  hesitated  to  avoid  enmity  or 
hostile  criticism  hy  doin^  what  he  c(tnsidev(  '  a  J!ist  act.  His 
kiinlness  to  the  student  was  proverhial.  As  a  member  of  the 
Lilinirv  Committee  for  many  y«'ars  he  rt?nder<'d  very  valuable 
service  in  the  selection  of  hooki,  and  in  evi^ry  way  in  his 
pc'.vr  assi-sted  in  carrying;  on  the  various  departments  of  the 
Society's  work. 

On  April  2Sth,  l(S})8,  one  of  the  charter  members  of  the 
Society  diiMJ  in  Winnipeg,  aged  7'A.  The  Honorable  J.  W. 
Taylor,  ['.  S.  Consul  at  Winuijieg,  ha<l  always  taken  a  vei'y 
active  part  in  the  work  of  the  Society.  To  him  especially  the 
Society  is  indebted  for  the  present  collection  of  publications 
of  the  Ignited  States  (lovernment. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  born  in  the  State  of  New  York,  was  called 
to  the  New  York  Bai,  practiced  his  ])rofes.sion  in  ('incinnati, 
in  iS.Vi  eritered  i«)urnalism,  became  a  Meudier  of  the  Ohio 
Constitutional  Convention  of  1M41),  State  Librarian,  Ohio, 
1S.V2,  published  "  History  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  Hrst  period, 
KIM) -17.S7,"  removed  to  St.  Paul,  18oH,  visited  Fort  Oarry 
tor  the  first  time  in  1<S59.  Agent  of  the  United  States  Treasury 
nfc])aitment,  and  then  Consul  at  Fort  (iarry,  1<S70.  In 
1^71  succeerled  in  getting  the  Ignited  States  Government 
to  check  the  tiliVaistering  "  Oen."  O'Neil  and  some  of  his 
\viiiiiathi.sers  at  the  International  Boundarv  at  Fort  Pembina, 
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aii<l    in    1SS.">    H^ain    intmste'l    the   United    States  CJovtin 
nient    in  preventing  c.oniniunication   lietween   reltels  in   Sas- 
katchfwan  and  their  friends  in  Montana. 

For  his  vitforous  advocacy  (tf  the  merits  of  this  Noitli- 
western  country  he  was  called  "  Saskatchewan  Taylor,"  a  titlt- 
that  did  not  seem  to  he  a  source  of  annoyance  to  hinj.  His 
latest  vision  was  The  A.  B.  C  Railway — The  Alaska  nm] 
British  ('olumhia  Railway.  The  zeal  with  which  he  adrocatnl 
the  interests  of  his  "other  country  "  was  only  limited  by  tin- 
duties  he  owed  to  hi.s  own. 

Although  he  never  wrote  or  published  a  paper  under  the 
Society's  auspices,  he  added  much  to  the  value  of  the  papers 
read  by  an  eloquent  ccmiment  from  the  richness  of  his  own 
mental  store. 

Amonj^  the  old  people  of  this  country,  "  the  Puritans  of 
this  land,"  as  he  affectionately  used  to  style  them,  he  was 
loved  and  esteemed.  They  all  knew  him,  and  to  the  home  of 
each  one  he  was  always  a  welcome  guest. 

Death  also  fell  heavily  among  the  corresponding  members. 
Early  in  the  year  Dr.  John  Rae,  the  well  known  Arctic  ex- 
plorer, died.  He  lectured  before  the  Society  on  the  14th  day 
of  OctoV)er,  1882,  upon  The  Arctic  Regions  and  Hudson's  Hay 
Route.     His  death  occurred  22nd  July,  1893. 

Francis  Parkman,  the  well  known  historian,  was  also  a 
corresponding  member.     He  died  8th  November,  1893. 

The  third  among  the  list  of  deaths  of  corresponding  niem- 
bers  was  John  Robert  Spencer,  who  died  in  VVinnipei;, 
November  llth,  1893.  He  was  born  in  Montreal,  April  ITtli 
1881,  came  to  Rupert's  Land  in  1869,  and  shortly  after  went 
to  York  Factoi-y  where  he  held  the  position  of  second  in 
charge  of  that  post  untill  1873.  In  the  latter  year  he  was 
app«»inted  master  of  Fort  (Jhurchill.  In  1888  he  was  in 
charge  of  York  Factory  retmnini;  to  C'hurchill  the  follow ini; 
year  wheie  he  remained  in  charge  till  July,  1893,  when  lit- 
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left  itii  a  furlough.     He  ha<l  he«n  ill  for  some  time  and  died 
!i  few  weeks  after  reachinif  Winni|»ef(.

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Your  Library  Committee  has  to  report  that,  like  the  other 
departments  of  the  Society's  work,  it  has  during^  the  year  felt 
the  paralyzing  influence  of  cramped  quarters,  whioh  have  rtn- 
ili'K'ii  impossible  the  realization  of  some  of  its  aims  and  sur- 
loiiiided  others  with  such  dirticulties  as  to  discourage  anv  at- 
tempt  t(t  realize  them. 

Next  to  the  want  of  enlarged  (|Uarters  one  of  the  most 
prt'ssing  necessities  of  the  Library  is  a  better  arrangement  an<l 
dassiticatioii  of  the  reference  bo(>ks.  The  matter  was  repeat- 
eijlv  discussed  bv  several  mend»ers  of  the  council,  who  ai'e 
specialists  in  the  lines  of  work  in  which  the  Society  is  collect- 
ing liooks,  and  wlu»  offered  their  services  with  the  prospect  (»f 
sjieiiding  considt^rable  time  in  the  work  of  cataloguing  ;  but 
what  can  be  done  when,  aftrr  all  the  troul»le  was  undertaken, 
ihei'c  are  nu  shelves  for  the  books,  and  they  can  only  be  piled 
oil  the  floor  '. 

The  additions  made,  sincr  the  last  re)>ort,  to  the  Society's 
list  of  North  West  books  include  several  valual)le  items. 
Aiiioiig  them  are  Pere  Fetitot's  geographical,  linguistic  and 
ttiiiiological  .studies  of  the  McKcnzie  Kiver  hidians  and  their 
coiiiitry,  in  thirteen  volumes,  purchased  from  l)ufos.se,  of 
I'aris  :  the  I'ecent  reprint  of  Lewis  ami  Clark's  journey  across 
tlic  continent :  a  complete  set  of  the  Statutes  of  Manitoba  ; 
Mild  a  number  of  minoi'  works  n(iw  out  of  print  and  very 
ditlieiilt  to  get.  In  addition  t(»  the  volumes  .secu'ed  by  pur- 
t  liiisc,  the  usual  series  of  exchanues  have  been  i-eceived  and 
-Kiiie  of  the  Society's  friends  liave  contributed  to  its  archives 
liuc  pamphlets  and  maps.  Conspicuous  among  these  stands 
the  name  of  Archer  Martin.  Esq..  late  first  vice-president  of 
the  Siieiet}'.  A  lai'ge  free  hand  crayon  ]»ortrait  of  the  tiist 
Keciinler  of  Rupert's  Land,  Adam  Thorn,  ha.s  been  added  to  the 
^li'wly  increa,sing  picture  gallery  connected  with  the  early 
liistoiy  of  the  country.
